Hurtling through the 
4 4 white darkness ’ ’ of a 
drizzling fog, the fliers ar¬ 
rived here twenty - four 
hours and twenty - two 
minutes after their de¬ 
parture from Southport, 

England. 

The plane carried still pictures of 
Coronation scenes In London, the 
original plan to transport movies 
having been abandoned by the pro¬ 
ducers. 

The fliers were compelled to make 
a brief landing at the 8quentum 
naval air station In Massachusetts | 
to recheck their bearings before pro¬ 
ceeding to the starting point cl their 
flight. 

CLOTHS OVER FIELD 

Dark clouds hung i >w over the 
rain-drenched field when the silvery 
monoplane glided swiftly In from the 
north. 

Approximately 5.000* person, keyed 
to a high pitch of excitement by sev¬ 
eral hours of waiting, watched the 
landing. 

The two filers clambered out of the 
cabin almost as soon as the plane 
had come to a halt on the concrete 
runway and grinned toward ihe 
cheering crowd.

Fairbanks, Alaska. May 14.—Half of 
Fairbanks' 2.100 residents wfere sur¬ 
rounded by water varying from a few 
Inches to three feet deep today, as the 
Chena River continued to send a 
swirling mass of water and Ice Into 
the city’s business and residential dis¬ 
tricts. 

A forecast of cold weather gave 
refugees hope that the waters would 
recede. 

Many homes, water spreading Into 
rooms, were evacuated,

City officials said they believed the 
school would be closed today. Pre¬ 
cautions were taken to guard the city's 
water supply.

Mine Blamed For 
H.M.S. Hunter Blast 


British Admiralty Says In¬ 
quiry “Suggests” Float¬ 
ing Device Exploded When 
Hit By Destroyer Off 
South Spain; Eight Killed

London, May 14.—The Admir¬ 
alty tonight announced that a 
preliminary Investigation “sug¬ 
gests” the destroyer Hunter 
struck a floating mine prior to 
yesterday’s explosion off Almeria, 
southern Spain, which killed 
eight of her crew. 

Tl'lt official announcement sub¬ 
stantiated earlier Indications of a 
mine placed off the Spanish-held 
port had caused the blast. 

The Admiralty said the Hunter 
would be towed to Gibraltar. 
INQUIRY AT ALMERIA 
* The official statement came as the 
Admiralty launched an Investigation 
at Almeria to determine who laid the 
mine and fix responsibility for what 
observers believed would be a stem 
protest. 

The victims of the explosion which 
ripped open the warship’s bow In 
mid-afternoon were three petty of¬ 
ficers, four seamen and a stoker. 

Fourteen other members of the 
crew were Injured, some of them seri¬ 
ously, said the announcement, made 
after a thorough check of the ship's 
roll. 

WAS ON PATROL DUTY 
Dispatches from Gibraltar said the 
destroyer, one of Britain’s newest 
men-of-war, was on duty as a unit 
of the International “hands-off- 
Bpaln” patrol when she struck the 
floating mine about four miles off

Dr. Hugo Eckener cleared the way 
today for the investigators to take a 
new track in their Inquiry Into the 
destruction of the airship Hinden¬ 
burg—an attempt to learn whether 
the dirigible was valving hydrogen 
before she blew up. 

That is one of the questions which 
apparently must be answered by of¬ 
ficers of the Zeppelin, but the United 
States Department of Commerce In¬ 
vestigating board deferred question¬ 
ing them until Dr. Eckener. president 
of thr company which built the Hin¬ 
denburg and world authority on air¬ 
ships. had a chance to Interview them. 

Pale and obviously weary after his 
race from Vienna In less than a week. 
Dr. Eckener retired shortly after ar¬ 
rival here early today. 

CONFERENCE ON SHIP 

Dr Eckencr's six-man German com¬ 
mission had launched an lnqulrylnto 
the Hindenburg disaster two hours 
before, the members landed In New 
York.

SECTIONAL STRAIN

relations between the Dominion and 
the provinces." 

INTERNATIONAL FIELD 
“The International situation will 
be reviewed In detail at later ses¬ 
sions," said Mr. King.

Democracy and individual 
freedom had been challenged and 
scorned abroad and questioned and 
belittled In some quarters at home. 
LOSSES IN SOME COUNTRIES 

The Canadian Prime Minister de¬ 
clared that under the driving force of 
new social gospels, combined with 
old ambitions for dominance and 
glory. Individual political liberty had 
been sacrificed In many lands to the 
demands of the all-powerful state. 

In countries In which liberty had 
taken deep and firm root Its precious. 
Indispensable quality had been real¬ 
ized afresh by the new bonds of sym¬ 
pathy established between democratic 
states. 

NEW NEEDS 

Sometimes even In this motherland 
of Parliaments, however, It was con¬ 
tended the Institutions of democracy 
were Inadequate to meet the needs of 
the twentieth century. Sometimes in 
other members of the Commonwealth 
It was contended that Insistence on a 
full measure of self-government was 
quibbling about academic constitu¬ 
tional issues of little practical im¬ 
portance.

ship to peace, and economic matters as they con¬ 
cern the Empire in particular and the world in 
general. 

Appropriate and touching references were 
made to the reign and fine works of the late 
King George V. covering one-quarter of the 
present century, and a resolution passed ex¬ 
pressing loyalty and devotion to the newly- 
crowned King George VI and Queen Eliza¬ 
beth—coupled with the fervent hope that “un¬ 
der Divine Providence Your Majesties may 
long be spared to strengthen the ties of affec¬ 
tion and loyalty which unite all the peoples of 
the British Commonwealth under the Crown.” 

Since the last Coronation, of course, many 
and far-reaching changes have taken place in 
the status of mutual relationships. Of special 
significance and importance was that which 
owed iU origin to the famous Balfour declara¬ 
tion at the Imperial Conference of 1926, which 
laid down the formula that the states of the 
Commonwealth are autonomous communities 
within the British Empire, equal in status, m 
no way subordinate one to another in any as¬ 
pects of their domestic or external affairs, 
though united by a common allegiance to the 
Crown and freely associated as members of the 
British Commonwealth of Nations.” There fol¬ 
lowed, as its sequel, the passage into law five 
years afterward the Statute of Westminster. 

As partners in a great enterprise, jointly 
responsible for the new experiment, Mr. Bald¬ 
win expressed the view that the success or failure 
of that experiment must profoundly influence 
the future of mankind, for ”we believe in agree¬ 
ment as the mainspring, and in democratic in¬ 
stitutions as the method of government. We 
set our trust in them because we think that they 
are the best means mankind has devised for 
preserving those things to which we attach 
supreme value—liberty of the individual, free¬ 
dom of thought, speech and conscience.” The 
Prime Minister embellished this theme in the 
following terms: 

But because of this we do not undereatl- 
mate the value of that Idea to which other 
ways of government attach supreme Impor¬ 
tance—the Idea of service to the state. We 
ought, I think, constantly to remember this 
necessary aspect of life In a community, that 
Individual rights require to be completed by 
the fulfilment of duties to the community.

Premier Says Government 
Will Restore Confidence 
in Mining 

Ocean Falla. B.C., Mat 14.—Pre¬ 
mier T. D. Pattullo today took off on 
the third lap of hla aerial campaign 
tour of Britlah Columbia, leaving 
with the populace of this coastal 
town 300 miles north of Vancouver 
assurance of the Liberal govern¬ 
ment’s wish to "restore public con¬ 
fidence In the mining Industry." 

At a campaign meeting here last 
night the Premier said the govern¬ 
ment, If returned to office, would 
"see to it the public la not mulched 
aa In the caae of Hedley,” apparently 
referring to the market collapse of 
Hedley Amalgamated Gold Mines 
stock last February and the resulting 
government Inquiry, which revealed 
ore at the mine had been Belted. 
WIDEST PUBLICITY 
"We have given this caae the wldeat 
publicity without the expense of a 
commission of Inquiry as demanded 
by our critics," the Premier said. 

He added: "You can’t atop people 
being cooked. You can only try to 


circumvent them In their nefarious 
practices." 

The premier reiterated the govern¬ 
ment’s decision that in future the 
administration of the 8 ecurltle* Act 
would be divorced from that of the 
Companies Act. 

Mr. Pattullo. accompanied by hts 
secretary, Ben Heathey, and a Van¬ 
couver newspaperman In a cabin 
plane ploted by Captain E. C. W 
Dobbin, left Vancouver yesterday 
morning. He stopped long enough 
to address a Liberal gathering at 
Powell River, then flew here for a 
campaign meeting last night. 

At hla meeting here the Premier 
was critical of the Conservative party 
election platform, branding It ex 
"vague and full of meaningless gen¬ 
eralities. 

"The Conservatives demand that 
Increase of the public debt must 
cease, falling obviously to recognize 
that no growing province can pro¬ 
vide sufficient funds from current 
revenue to develop Its resources. 

"Instead it must borrow for public 
Improvement. There Is no reason 
why a young provlnoe, rich in wealth 
and natural resources, should not 
borrow." 

. Mr. Pattullo said the last Conser¬ 
vative government "threw money 
around like a drunken sailor.’’ It 
reduced grants to the municipalities 
by more than •2.000,000 a year." He 
said the government Intended to put 
the munlcipalltlee In a better Posi¬ 
tion than they were before the last 
Conservative Rdminlatratlon started 
to cripple them."

Conference To 
Be Great Test 

Momentous Meeting After 
Commission Reports, Says 
Pattullo 

oeaia Fall*. B.C.. May 14.—'“The 
next conference between the Dominion 
of Canada and the provinces follow¬ 
ing. as it will, the report of tha 
national commission on better terma, 
will be the most . momentous con¬ 
ference Canada ha* ever witnessed 
since Confederation.’’ Premier Pattullo 
said here last night. 

The Premier was making the second 
appearance in his aerial election cam¬ 
paign which will take him aa far north 
a* Stewart. B.C., before returning to 
Victoria Sunday. He spoke earlier yes¬ 
terday at Powell River. 

"For this reason.’’ the Premier con¬ 
tinued. "It la imperative that the 
people of British Columbia should give 
a clear mandate to the Liberal gov¬ 
ernment which knows fully and Inti¬ 
mately the problems which such a 
conference must settle." 

Touching briefly on his proposal to 
Join the Yukon Territory with British 
Columbia. Premier Pattullo said 
"those who now most vociferously de¬ 
nounce the project would be the first 
to denounce the government If It 
passed up such a golden opportunity. 

"The next ten years will see mere 
development in the Yukon than dur¬ 
ing the previous thirty." 

The Premier is scheduled to speak 
in Stewart tonight and In his home 
constituency of Prince Rupert Satur¬ 
day night. 

The Premier touched briefly on 
negotiations his government had car¬ 
ried on with the Ottawa administra¬ 
tion and declared they had brought 
new recognition for the west. 

In Quebec, he declared, they were 
following British Columbia in the 
matter of social legislation, particu¬ 
larly that relating to hours of work 
and wages. 

He concluded his address with a 
short resume of the government's ex¬ 
tensive programme for the year.

On a May daj in 1888. 8tanley waa 
treated to the sight of a "phalanx 
dance." On© thouaand warriors of a 
chief named Mazambonl were ordered 
to show the white leader how it was 
dene. 

At the beginning ten men etepp^d 
out, and leaped and turned to the 
music of ten drums. Then the full 
thousand men Joined In, each hold¬ 
ing a shield and raising a spear. 
With the movement, there came a 
mighty chorus. The dancers kept time 
by raising their feet and stamping 
on the ground. 

"The forest of spears." wrote Stan¬ 
ley, "rose with countless flushes of 
polished Iron blades, as they were 
toseed aloft and lowered again to the 
exciting thunder of drums. 

“The thousand heads rose and 
drooped together. The dancers shook 
their right arms, as though their 
spirits were filled with warlike anger 
But as their heads were bowed to 
earth, we seemed to fell war s agony 
and grief and woe. We thought of 
tears and widows’ walls, and cries of 
fatherless orphans. 

"Right up to my chair, the solid 
mass of chanting natives advanced. 
Then the llnea, one after another, 
broke Into a run, with spears clenched 
as In the act of throwing, and war 
whoops ringing." 

Stanley finished his second Journey 
across Africa In December, 1883 . 
reaching the island of Zanzibar, oif 
the eastern coast, two years and nine 
months after leaving the mouth of 
the Congo River. Emin Pasha and 
several hundred of his followers were 
with him during the later part of li's 
travels, and at length they all reached . 
Egypt safely. 1 

Emin Pasha died In Africa three . 
years later, after he had returned to 
central Africa and had crossed the 
Congo Free State. Hia death came 1 
as the result of a plot by slave traders 
who were angry because of his efforts 1 
to stop slavery in Africa. c 

8tanley lived in England until hit 
death In 1904. Late in his life he was 1 
honored by being made a British , 
knight. On hi* tomb la an African 
name. "Bula Matarl." This means 
‘ Breaker of Rocks." that is, "Maker 8 
of Roads." He did, indeed do much 1 
to open pathways through oentrai * 
Africa.

VOTED BY IRISH 

Dublin, May 14.—The Dali Elreann 
last night gave second reading to the 
draft bill of the new Irish constitu¬ 
tion on a vote of 69 to 48 after three 
amendments, whiefc- would have de¬ 
ferred consideration, had been re¬ 
jected. 

The vote was taken after the Pre¬ 
sident of the Council. Eamon <te 
Valera, had spoken for three hours. 
He denied allegations by the opposi¬ 
tion that the constitution was In¬ 
tended to confer dictatorial powers 
on the proposed President of Ireland, 
to be elected by the people, or that 
it Imposed an unequal status on 
women. 

Referring to relations with the 
British Commonwealth of Nations, 
he said the constitution, which was 
made public recently, enabled par¬ 
liament to alter the present status 
if the people desired.

Reduce Rates For 
Hudson Bay Route 

Ottawa, May 14.—insurance rates 
on vessels going to Hudson Bay dur¬ 
ing the season of 1937 have been re¬ 
duced by two shillings and sixpence 
on each £100 value, according to an¬ 
nouncement of the Joint hull com¬ 
mittee of the Imperial Shipping 
Committee made today In London 
and Ottawa.

The salvage company, which raised 
the Feltre and brought her to Port- 
hut has not received security from 
Lloyd's of London pending arbitration 
of salvage claims as provided for In 
the agreement. 

The court was asked to condemn the 
ship and her cargo, and that proceeds 
from their sale to be held by the 
registry of the court until determina¬ 
tion of the salvor’s award in London. 

Value of the Feltre was placed at 
6600.000 before the collision and 
6300.000 at present. The cargo value 
was listed at 6315.000. 

The Feltre is now at the Portland 
municipal drydock awaiting word from 
Italy In regard to bids for her repairs.
